In doing this we, at the same time, made it impossible for the Automatic 
Tax Board to reduce the tax rate fifteen cents and this board will probably 
reduce it another ten cents this summer. We often have promises to spend 
more money and reduce taxes, but this is one of the rare times when it 
actually happened.
